"Owintr to the lack ot organlaine 
ability and mechanical skill, Russia's 
Five Year Plan Is not likely to attain 
success," said Mr. Stephen Graham 
at last night's meeting of the Peo- 
ple's Foruir 

Attracted to P.'jssid by the spirit of 
nussian literature, Mr. Graham tra- 
velled a. grcit deal in that .country 
and gained an intimate insight into 
the lives of -the people. In 1314 he 
travelled In Central Asia and Egypt, 
and the Near East in 1915; 1916 found 
him in Xorway and Murmans'K. re- 
turning to England to bejt'ine a pri- 
vate In ' th« Scots Guards. 

Since the War he has visited Car- 
patian Hussla and made a tour of the 
Russian .Soviet Border from L,akc La- 
doga to the Black .Sea. His recently 
published biogiaphy of Peter the 
Great has had instant success in Eng- 
land' and is considered a standard 
work.

^IITHAT does a student get out of college, 
after all? The question is thundiered 
by many a disillusioned undergraduate, 
."Nothing," says the skeptic "A good 
name,"' 5.ays the fellow wearing the white 
spats. "Valuable information," says the 
spectacled one. Wiat a muddle! 

Dean Ma.\ McConn, of Lehigh Univer- 
sity believes that the university is indis 
pensable for two reasons: First, because it 
introduces and orients a considerable part 
of ""the great world of human knowledge 
and human interest and affairs, by means 
of lectures and books, "which the individual 
would not look up othei'wise. Second, be- 
cause it enables him to get "a bia of self- 
confidence and savoir faire, a rubbing off 
of both j'outhful shyness and youthful 
bumptiousness, some ability to handle him- 
self, to co-operate, to lead and to follow, 
among his own peers." 
1^ We notice that Dean McConn carefully 
^lurs over the problem of whether college 
■makes a student think — v-hether it de- 
velops his ability to know what to do with 
all the jumble of information once he has 
îicquired it. 'The Dean believes that each 
student finds inspiration in one or two pro- 
fessors, but cautiously .leaves the matter 
pretty much at that. 

gpie difference between knowledge and 
intelligence has never been very clearly 
distinguished in America. We have never, 
for example, really caught on to the ideals 
of Cambridge and Oxford: the method of 
ileaming lo reason, rather than the amass- 
èng of information. Our system too often 
ileads to much mental indigestion and the 
bolting of intellectual food. 

Technical school, especially popular in 
ihe United States, and specialised courses, 
ch tend to turn out neat, shiny pro- 
Qcts— graduates who are pretty well lost, 
if they stray outside of their specific fields, 
are chai'acteristics of our university system 
in America. ' , 

Somehow, we do not blame Dean Mc- 
Conn for saying very little about the prob- 
lem of intellectual development in our col- 
lies. It is one of the skeletons in the uni- 
^sity cupboard, which we are careful to 
^MP^hidden from visitors to America, 
^gëp^ially British ones.

.whatever means tj^e cure may be effected, 
jthe fact remains that the .soii.se of humor 
çt the undcrgj'aduate bgdy cguld dç with a 
ihprough ovcrhaiiling.

(Continued from Pago One) 
about r>ussia because it was one of 
tho most promising of European, con- 
stituents before tho War. 

"Tho Russian peasant Is potentially 
a uoblo while the English peasant 
cannot respond to cultural training. 
In Teutonic countries there is a more 
distinct caste system. Russians arc 
more homogeneous. This is a pro- 
mising factor for Russia since its 
upper class has been almost anniiii- 
lattd. We do not wish for a new 
aristocracy but a strong and active 
people, 

"Before the War, Russian ' music, 
fine art and lateraturc wefe coming 
Into tlicir own and Russian scientists 
were among tho leaders of their field. 
In 1930 Russia's dancing is non- 
existent. Its music is that çf the 
o.KlIes. There is little contribution to 
science and none to philosophy. There 
is only a political contribution. I'o- 
litiçs have swallowed up the other In- 
terests. 

Fear Unjustifiable 

•"Political values have i.jken picee- 
denco over tho ccoiiomi^j. A red liu/it; 
mena.' 0 is feared by tho rost of th'j 
world tlirough the dumping of wlieat 
ajid oUier commodities. 1 am con- 
vinced that this fear is unjustifiable 
both as regards economics and poli- 
tics. Tile people aie without food, 
clothes or house copiforls. Long 
bread and meat lines stand in the 
cities. In no' other country Js there 
such depredation as thero is In Rus- 
sia. 

"Trotsky has reverted to the pure 
Leninism of shoiif and has conceived 
tho l''lvo Year Plan or Collccllvlsa- 
Uon. Russia, being flat, is suitable 
for agricultural machinery. It. has 
been divided Into collectives worked 
by communal groups with Iho aid of 
machinery. Tho peasants never ob- 
tained any legal rights to tho land 
seized from tho nobles. 

Rusfila Is a nation of squatters. It 
was tiiereforc easy for the govern- 
ment to oxpro])r]ato largo tracts 
for tho formation of collecllylst 
groups. This has only been a 
success on tho aieppcs with their 
virgin soil. Tliore Is no doubt that 
the proper use of machinery would 
multiply tlie pre-war agricultural out- 
put by five times. Th« plan la not 
likely to flucceed, however, for two 
rc;u<ons.

(Continued from P.igo One) 
long white tunics over white trousers, 
with wide bright girdles, and the girls 
in embroidered smocks, over which 
two colorful beaded aprons are worn, 
they danco and sing the old fplk 
songs. 

Tho peasants live .a very simple and 
busy life during tho long quiet Inter- 
vals which .como between the two 
great festivals ot 'the year. , Story- 
telling is tho favorite pastime ot a 
winter evening, when the whole fam- 
ily Is gathered .iround tho fire after 
tho day's toll, the mother weaving, the 
father trhittling a stick for a whip- 
handle, the sister embroidering a 
smock In gay colors for her "hope 
chest," while tho aged grandmother 
lays aside her work and tclla stories 
of age-old supcrstitutlons or personal 
experienced, or the fairy talcs which 
abound in tho folk-lore or such a 
place.
